I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and  consideration 
the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban 
District  of  Tyldesley  for  the  year  I966, 

STATISTICS 


According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  mid  year  estimate  the 
population  of  the  district  has  again  shown  an  increase 9  being  19?010  as 
against  iSjElO  the  previous  year  and  179540  in  I9640 

During  the  year  under  review  432  live  births  occurred 9  an  increase 
of  72  on  the  previous  year.  7  babies  were  still  born.  Relating  these 
figures  to  the  populationj  the  adjusted  Live  Birth  Rate  is  25*0  an 
increase  of  3o3  on  the  previous  year9  and  the  Still  Birth  Rate  a  decrease 
of  5*S  on  the  year  I965  ^o  15«9* 

8  babies  died  during  their  first  year  of  life  giving  an  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  for  the  year  of  l8,5»  Of  thesej  5  occurred  v/ithin  the 
first  week  and  3  in  the  second  month. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  (from  all  causes)  is  7  more  than  in  the 
previous  year 9  being  219  s-nd  19  more  than  in  I964  when  there  were  200 
deaths.  As  in  previous  years  the  main  cause  of  death  has  been  disease  of 
the  heart  and  blood  vessels 9  accounting  for  just  over  half  of  the  total. 
Relating  the  number  of  deaths  to  the  population  as  a  whole  the  Death 
Rate  for  the  year  is  12.8  less  by  0.5  than  in  19^5» 

HEALTH  SERVICES 


The  personal  health  services  have  been  provided  in  the  district  by 
the  Lancashire  County  Council  9  through  its  Divisional  Health 
Administration  Scheme  9  as  the  Local  Health  Authority.  The  essential 
information  in  relation  to  these  services  is  given  in  Section  B  of  this 
report.

SANITARY  CIRCUMST^JCES  OF  THE  AREA 


GEI\^SI{AL  INFORMATION 


The  major  portion  .o'f  the  district  is  urban  in  character  concentrated 
chiefly  in  thu  north  and  centre 9  surrounded  hy  an  area  of  agricultural 
land. 


The  main  industries  are  coal  miningj  cotton  spinning  and  engineering^ 
Vvrith  a  small  number  in  agricultureo 

None  of  the  above  industries  appears  to  have  given  rise  to  any 
significant  increase  in  injuries  or  disabilities  of  any  occupational 
character  throughout  the  year. 

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks  Committee  are  responsible  for 
the  supply  and  distribution  of  the  water  supply  in  the  district. 

69583  dwelling  houses 9  with  a  population  of  I8996O  persons  are 
supplied  vvith  v/ater  from  public  mains.  11  houses  with  a  total  of  58 
occupants  draw  supplies  from  private  wells  or  springs.  These  are  ■ 

situated  in  isolated  parts  of  the  district  and  the  dwellings  are  in 
connection  v/ith  small  holdings  or  agricultural  land. 

139  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  town’s  v^ater  mains. 

25  bacteriological  examinations  of  town’s  water  were  made  during  the 
yearj  23  satisfactory  and  2  unsatisfactory.  Investigations  were  made  by 
the  v/ater  authority  regarding  the  unsatisfactory  samples  and  follov/  up 
samples  provided  to  be  satisfactory. 

Water  mains  have  been  renewed  to  the  extent  of  4OO  lineal  yards  to 
existing  dwellings  and  855  lineal  yards  to  new  dwellings. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Sewage  is  delivered  to  the  East  Lancashire  Road  pumping  station  by 
four  sev\^ers9  tv/o  of  38”  diameter  and  two  of  30”  and  24’'  diameter 
respectively 5  converging  from  different  areas  of  the  district.  The 
pumping  station  delivers  flowrs  of  6  times  dry  weather  flow  to  the 
disposal  works  and  flovvs  in  excess  of  this  enter  the  storm  water  pumping 
station  and  are  discharged  direct  to  Astley  Brook. 

Treatment  is  by  means  of  sedimentation  tanks  and  percolating 
filters  followed  by  final  settlement  in  circular  humus  tanks 9  fitted 
with  electrically  operated  sludge  removal  gear.  A  third  pumping  station 
delivers  the  effluent  to  Black  Moss  Brook.

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Work  has  keen  completed  on  the  33”  Chaddock  Lane  sewer  (Section  2)9 
and  Y/ork  completed  on  the  I8”  South  Lane  Storm  Water  sewer. 

Work  is  in  progress  on  the  Manchester  Road^  Astley^  36”  sewer.  The 
Chaddock  Tributary  sewer  and  the  Shakerley  Trunk  sewer  are  in  the  design 
stage  s 

The  scheme  for  the  installation  of  the  Farrow^  Irrigation  Sludge 
Disposal  system  at  the  Sev/age  Works  has  keen  finalised^  and  delivery  of 
equipment  is  awaited.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

A  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  is  maintained  throughout  the 
district  by  means  of  4  side  loading  10  c.yd.  vehicles  and  refuse  is 
disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping.  Pail  closets  are  emptied  by 
the  gully  tank. 

Tipping  has  continued  on  the  Mount  Pleasant  site  Shakerley  during 
the  year. 

In  the  early  summer  the  refuse  tip  was  treated  with  an  insecticide 
dressingj  which  has  continued  weekly  throughout  the  summer  months n  and 
has  been  found  to  be  effective  in  preventing  nuisance  from  flies  and 
crickets. 

Scavenging 3  gully  emptying  and  snow  removal  are  undertaken  by  the 
Surveyor’s  Department. 

The  provision  of  free  dustbins  has  continued 9  and  442  bins  were 
supplied  by  the  department  during  the  financial  year.

A  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  part-time  in  this  work  and  the 
Ministry’s  recommended  methods  employedc  All  premises  concerning  which 
complaints  are  made  are  visited  either  by  your  Public  Health  Inspector 
or  the  Rodent  Operatorj  and  treatment  carried  out  where  necessary.  A 
charge  is  made  for  business  premises 9  but  a  free  service  is  provided  for 
private  dwelling  houses.

Although 
materials  are  easier  to  obtain^  prices  remain  high  and  this  together  with 
the  high  cost  of  labour*  make  repairs  still  difficult  to  obtain.
